U, S, TO WORK OUT 


FLOODJELIEF PLAN 


No Hint of Demanding Extra 


Congress Session at ^.Meet- 
ing in Chicago 


Chicago—C45)—The flood control con- 


ference calied by the mayors of Chi- 
cago, New Orleans and St, Louis, un- 
animously adopted resolutions ilatur- 
day characterizing flood control as a 
national problem, calling upon govern- 
mental agencies to supply immediate 
relief for sufferers, requesting Presi- 
dent Coolidge to appoint a conference 
to arrive at 'definite conclusions .for 
permanent protection and demanding 
that congress- press tjie matter to a 
solution. 
Permanent 
organization 


was affected and the conference was 
adjourned. 


Other resolutions warmly commend- 


ed the American Red Cross for 
its 


relief work during the present Missis- 
sippi river flood and commended the 
mayors of Chicago, New Orleans and 
St. Louis for calling- the conference. 


There was no hint of a demand for 


an extra session of congress. Three 
resolutions stressed in 'general three 
proposals for flood control-levess, spill- 
ways and reservoirs, "all of- which 
should be considered." '

"Immediate and effective relief" for 


all sufferers was urged, but no sug- 
gestion was offered as to the manner 
of extending it.

WARSHIPS 
FROM YACHT 


Greater Part of Nation's Sea 


Strength Passes Presi- 


dent's Mayflower 


Cape Henry, Va.—(XP)—Ninety-six 


warships of the United States fleet lay 
tugging at their anchors in Hampton 
Roads Saturday awaiting the signal 
to steam in grand review before Pres- 
ident Coohdge. 


Tidewater, Va. is accustomed to fleet 


parades and war time naval concentra- 
tions, but not since President Koose- 
velt saw the fleet off around the world 
from here 20 years ago anl witnessed 
its triumphal return, has there been 
such a peace time gathering of war 
vessels. 


Thousands of persons were out to 


witness the great spectacle. It was to 
be President Coolidge's first glimpse 
gf tho fleet. The last review here was 
by President Harding in April, 1921. 


The war craft, ranging from the 


mightiest battleship to the indispen- 
sible mine sweeping tug, and carrying 
23,000 ofliceis and men, were stretched 
out for several miles between 
Old 


Point Comfort and Newport News ear- 
ly Satuiday awaiting the start of the 
review, tentatively set at 12-30 in the 
afternoon. 
REPRESENTS NATION'S POWER 
The fleet was composed for the view 


of 12 battleships. 4 cruisers, 46 destroy- 
ers. 4 aircraft tendeis; 4 mine layers 
and sweepers and ten auxiliaries. It 
represented the bulk of the nation's 
entire sea strength, although 
more 


than 70 vessels, including six battle- 
ships were denied participation in the 
review because of duty in foreign wa- 
ters or undergoing repairs. / 


Near Old Point was the presidential 


yacht Mayflower with the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge and their guests 
aboard. 


When abeam of the Mayflower, offi 


cers and men of each warship were to 
salute, the marine guards present 
arms, the drums given four ruffles and 
the bugles sound a quartet of flourish- 
es, while the ships bands were to play 
the "star spangled banner."

New York Governor or Mis- 


souri Senator May Be 


Party Candidate

Washington — If the opinion 
of SOO 


leading Republicans on who is the 
most likely to bo the Democratic can- 
didate counts for anything. Governor 
Al Smith and Senator James Reed of 
Missouri, are in the lead with public 
sentiment at the moment. 


James Francis Burke of Pennsyl- 


vania, former member of congress, 
spent a half hour on Thursday \\ith 
Picsident Coohdge. More than a year 
ago ho began writing letters to discov- 
er just who were the ten most- influ- 
ential and best posted men in partic- 
ular communities. In that way, ho 
developed what he believes is a quick 
way of determining the trend m poli- 
tics. He found in his replies that Mr. 
Coohdge \\as the overwhelming choicr 
of the poll and that very little mention 
was made of the third term issue. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE 


It is with respect to the Demociatic 


race that the Burke poll is interesting 
for it shows just which Democratic 
candidates are most feared. The candi- 
dacy of Governor Smith is considered 
by most of the republicans to be pro- 
gressing but their second choice is 
Jim Reed of Missouri. The truth it 
the senator has more frequently voted 
\\tth the Republicans on questions of 
foreign policy such as the league of 
nations and the world court than he 
has with the Democrats. In the last 
congress he expressed the opinion that 
the hands of President Coolidge should 
be upheld in the Mexican dispute. Thib 
attitude is believed to have won him 
many friends in the Republican ranks. 


But as a distinguished senator once 


said to the late President Harding 
"you may be right, but you don't"vote 
in the primaries in our district," so 
the Democratfc leaders may comment 
on the fact that the choice of a Dem- 
ocratic nominee will be made on the 
basis of what appeals to Democrats. 


REED ATTRACTS ATTENTION 
The important thing, however, is 


that Senator Jim Reed's candidacy is 
attracting 'attention. His tour of the 
souih is doubtless, to get second choice 
promises. Many a candidate has made 
headway in a convention because he 
has accumulated second choice pledges. 
Mr. Reed is a "wet" but he is invading 
the dry south just the same and is 
such a forceful speaker that he. usual- 
ly makes friends wherever he speaks. 


However, the Wilson wing of the 


Democratic party which is by no 
means an inconsiderable factor, would 
hardly accept 
the Missouri senator. 


The wounds of the Wilson days have 
not healed. If it took a majority vote 
to win a nomination, things might be 
different, but with the two-thirds rule. 
the votes of one-third can block any 
nomination. 
At the present writing 


most of the McAdoo men and "Wilson 
leaders are refusing to take the Reed 
candidacy seriously, and are insisting 
he will be eliminated. The poll tak^n 
by Mr. Burke may not, as he remark- 
ed at the outset, count for anything 
as to the Democratic race, but it is 
significant that outside tho party the 
effort of Jim Reed to win the presi- 
dential nomination is not looked upon 
as inconsequential.

to dismiss the suit brought against it by 
Great Lakes states to restrain it 
from 


withdrawing water 
from 
Lake Mich- 


igan. on the ground that 
although 


brought in the name of the states 
and navigation it was really in the 
interest of hvdro-electric power. 
Ihis 


is another 
move 
characteristic 
of 


Chicago politics and of the conspir- 
acy to rob the lakes states of their pro- 
prietary rights in lake water. It is adding 
insult to injury to make such charges, tor 
instance, against Wisconsin which has 
no lake power development to serve even 
if it were inclined to do so. Moreover the 
suit originated in "\Yisconsin. whose sole 
interest is the protection and conservation 
of lake navigation. 
Xor can there 


be any doubt that 
Minnesota. Mich- 


igan. Ohio, Indiana and Xew York 
joined in the suit with precisely the 
same motives, and no other. To be sure 
there is in some of these states power de- 
velopment, conspicuousay in Xew York, 
but the Chicago sanitary district knows 
that their governments are not so lost to 
honor that they would engage in costly 
litigation for the benefit of hydro-electric 
power owners. 


The real fact is that the sanitary district 


•of Chicago itseif wishes to divert water 
from Lake Michigan for power purposes. 
Its theft of water is valuable for two pur- 
poses only, first, to save Chicago the ex- 
pense of constructing a mechanical sew- 
age reduction plant at great public ex- 
pense. and. second, for the generation of 
power, which it is said already nets a 
profit of more than z million dollars an- 
nually. Abstraction of lake water is of no 
value for navigation because there is no 
traffic and will be none of consequence 
even when the so-called iakes-to-the-gulf 
waterway is completed. Xavigation will 
be altogether a minor consideration. The 
theft is mercenary and for no worthy 
public use or purpose. 


We take it the supreme court will see i 


through this further ruse of Chicago to 
evade final judgment on the crime it has 
perpetrated against the lake states. 
It 


wantr to take the case out of the supreme 
court. It goes so far as to aiiegc that it is 
not a proper subject for court action but 
belongs exclusively to congress. In con- 
gress it knows that political trading. 
scheming and subterfuge can accomplish 
anything. If the political ropes arc suc- 
cessfully manipulated, the lake state? can 
be robbed blind.

FLOOD CONTROL AND POLITICS 


Enthusiasts \\ ho want immediate ac- 


tion for flood control in the Mississippi 
valley should keep their shirts on. 
Most of the talk directed against the gov- 
ernment and in criticism of the president 
for failure to convene congress in special 
session is politics. The president is well 
informed of the situation and of its re- 
quirements. He had Mr. Hoover on the 
scene immediately when the crisis arose. 
He has been in intimate touch with condi- 
tions in the South ever since. Army engi- 
neers and the war department are giving 
the problem intensive study. The govern- 
ment knows what can be done and what 
cannot be done and it knows whether 
special congressional action is essential to 
an adequate and early remedy. 


All of the president's adversaries want 


a special session of congress. There are 
plenty of matters to be brought up that 
are embarrassing, or can be made em- 
barrassing to the administration, and it 
would be a strategic stroke to force them 
to the front on the eve of the presidential 
campaign. These matters 
include 
the 


senatorial primary scandals and the seat- 
ing of Vare and Smith: also, farm relief 
legislation and foreign policy, both of 
which could be made the subject of inter- 
minable debate and political attack. 


We have no doubt Mr. Coolidge would 


assemble congress if he believed it were 
necessary or if it would hasten permanent 
flood control. There is a large amount of 
preliminary survey and investigation that 
must be made by competent engineers 
and by congressional committees before 
congress can even discuss legislation, 
much less enact it. Congressional com- 
mittees are at liberty to make their inves- 
tigations now. and the army engineers, to- 
gether with such consulting engineers as 
the states or government may wish to 
employ can go ahead with their surveys, 
study and recommendations. Obviously 
nothing is to be gained by z special ses- 
sion of congress. 
Or. the contrary, the

breath, he certainly needs medical advise.

SPEAKING MOVIES AND THE 


THEORY OF FICTION 


The "speaking movies" have recent- 


ly been given tryouts in various plac- 
es and the tests seem to show that 
they are mechanically practically per- 
fect," with perfect co-ordination be- 
tween action on the screen and the 
voices in the machine. 
While the 


character in the picture says, "I love 
you, Hortensc," the mechanism grinds 
out the words, and the kiss in the final 
clinch resounds 
through the movie 


palace. 


However, perfect "speaking movies" 


may be mechanically, I doubt if they 
will revolutionize motion pictures, as 
some enthusiasts for the new inven- 
tion claim for it. Something more 
than mechanical perfection is needed 
in any art. There may be a place for 
"speaking movies" in some kinds of 
pictures but I doubt the device can 
be adapted to the movie as an art 
form. 


Isn't it likely that those who dream 


of talking movies have a mistaken 
idea of what movies 'are, what they 
are meant to do? Similarly those who 
think that the novel or short story 
must bo a reproduction of life have a 
wrong conception of the function of 
those art forms. A novel that should 
actually reproduce life would be too 
dull for words. Nine tenths of what 
people say in their actual humdrum 
living is meaningless for the purpose 
of art. The novelist or the short 
story writer does not reproduce life, 
he produces the illusion of life. He 
selects his details, his dialog, his inci- 
dents. If he can manage to induce 
the reader to feel that while reading 
the book he is actually living through 
the experience of the characters he has 
fulfilled his task. 
A novelist who 


should actually reproduce life would 
need a thousand volumes for a single 
life s-tory. 


In the movies the words of the char- 


acters arc for the most part wholly ir- 
relevant. 
Whatever words are actu- 


ally needed to make the story intcl-

The fundamental idea of the movie 


is action. 
Everything is translated 


into action. 
An idea that cannot be 


screened, that cannot be photograph- 
ed, is valueless for the movies. The 
scenario author does not reproduce 
life any more than the novelist or the 
short story writer docs. He produces 
the illusion of life and that is all that 
is necessary. He makes the figures 
on the screen make us in the audi- 
ence tell ourselves the story, set our 
imaginations 
working. 
He 
selects 


such incidents as will give the great- 
est illusion of reality. A lot of dialog, 
no matter how skilfully "co-ordinat- 
ed" from a phonograph behind the 
curtain would seriously interfere with 
the story. 
Imagine two characters 


on the screen flickering through 500 
feet of film doing nothing but talk- 
ing—as is very often the case in a 
speaking play. It would be intoler- 
able. 


The movies can tell stories in ac- 


tion that the speaking stage cannot 
touch. 
Take the sea light in "Cen- 


Hur." On the speaking stage such a 
scene is either intolerably mechanical, 
or, if the producer is wise, it is told in 
dialog. In the movies it can actually 
happen before your eyes. The action 
produces the illusion, and it is illusion 
we arc after, not a reproduction. oc 
actuality. It is illusion we are after 
in all art, never reproduction of ac- 
tuality. 


That is the real reason why "talk- 


imr movies" will probably never be- 
come the rule. Not only arc they not 
needed, but they would interfere with 
the illusion; they would be an intru- 
sion. All the auditory accompaniment 
that is needed is what the orchestra 
furnishes when it chokes an atmos- 
phere in music.

Business Volume Good 


But Profits Dwindle 


UabMin Park, Mass..—As we arc ap- 


proaching thi) half way mark for the 
year 1027 Mr. J3abson was asked to 
give us his views on the business out- 
look. His olllcial statement follows: 


"1 have a habit of asking everyone I 


meet, in business, in dining cars and 
smoking compartments, and in the ho- 
tels, 'How's Business?' Never before 
have I found such 
a difference of 


opinion. Some would reply 'fine' oth- 
ers, 'poor* and others 'just so so.' The 
consensus of opinion seems to be that 
the volume of business is very good: 
but that profits arc gradually dwind- 
ling. It is really surprising to see the 
very small margin of profit 
under 


which many large concerns are today 
operating. 


"From a statistical point of view, 


business continues to show up very 
well, when considering a comparison 
of the last reporting month of this 
year with the same month a year ago. 
Most of these figures show up satis- 
factorily and indicate a better busi- 
ness situation, but it will be noticed 
that some very important indicators 
arc unsatisfactory. For instance, fail- 
ures show an inciease of 100 per cent: 
idle freight cars show an increase of 
32 per cent, employment shows a de- 
crease of 5 per cent, while all of the 
commodity indices show 
decreas-es. 


The unfilled tonnage 
of the United 


States Steel Corporation, a very im- 
portant indicator, also shows a Jo- 
crcasc. 


"When all of these business indi- 


cators are properly weighed and com- 
bined in the Babsonchart of Business 
Conditions, we have a summary of 7 
per cent above normal. Thus, the vol- 
ume of business is still good: but pro- 
fits arc rapidly declining, due to falling 
commodity prices and 
increased ex- 


penses. This'naturally increases busi- 
ness failures, which in turn causes un- 
employment. Therefore, although the 
volume, of business is good, statistics 
indicate that business may now be 
headed in the wrong direction. \Ve 
must not be like the ostrich and stick 
our heads in the sand. 
BUSINESS CYCLES STILL WORK 


'A very pernicious 
And dangerous 


doctrine "is being 
preached 
today: 


namely, that business 
cycles are a 


thing of the past. 


It is true the Federal Reserve Board 


has 
greatly 
lessened 
dangers 
of 


panics and depressions 'from the Na- 
tional Banks and Trust Companies 
which operate under the Federal Re- 
serve System. The Federal Reserve 
System, however, has not 
changed 


human nature, nor has it reduced 
borrowing which has really been the 
cause, in the past, of the banks get- 
ting into trouble. There is more bor- 
rowing of all kinds today than ever 
before, both legitimate and • illegiti- 
mate.'Instead of the banks under the 
Federal Reserve System extending 
this credit, it, is being extended by 
private finance corporations which 
have no government or state super- 
vision. The country's financial situa- 
tion is similar to its liquor situation. 
Theoretically both bad banking and 
liquor have been eliminated, but prac- 
tically, a large amount of bad bank- 
ing is being transacted and a large 
amount of liquor is being consumed. 


"Bootlegging exists in the financial 


world the same as in the underground 
world and the next panic will 
be 


brought about by bootleg -banking. 
One of these private finance corpo- 
rations, without Federal or state su- 
pervision, has more capital 
today 


than any supervised bank 
in 
the 


world and there arc hundreds of pri- 
vate finance corporations in opera- 
tion. Business men may rest assured 
that the business cycle will continue 
to operate although the causes of each 
sVing differ. Over the centuries the 
variations from normal will be grad- 
ually decreased and the curves will 
Gradually flatten out: but 
these 


changes will be most gradual and we 
shall never live to sec much difference 
between the panics and bread lines of 
tomorrow and those of a generation

viduals owed money twenty >cars 
ago. probably 30% o\vc money today. 
I am not complaining about the situa- 
tion, but I am calling attention to it 
for this ica&on: The best way to pre- 
pare for tl'e future is to keep tloins 
business, to keep pushing sales, niui 
to keep all employed, but to set out of 
debt. Whether you are a 
bull or a 


bear, you can well afford to reduce 
your indebtedness and get those that 
owe you to reduce theirs. 


Xo one tiling would do the United 


States to much good today as an An- 
ti-Debt Campaign. Wo have had all 
kinds of Anil organizations, 
from 


Anti-Cigarette Leagues lo Anti-Saloo 
Leagues, but the one kind of league I 
would'like to see started throughout 
the country is an Anti-Debt League. 


"The one thing which surprises me 


most about the present day business 
man is the 
needless personal 
in- 


debtedness he is carrying. I can un- 
derstand why a man personally will 
borrow a little money to get a start. 
I also understand the advantages of 
large corporate units with stock and 
bond issues, together with a reason- 
able amount of floating debt. But why 
a man, after getting enough money 
to have reasonable independence, will 
go into personal debt and endorse 
notes just to get a little more money, 
is beyond my understanding. 
"Why 


corporations 
reasonably 
succcssfu 


will put out short-time notes or bor- 
row so heavily that U>e bankers ma> 
at ony time close down on them is 
also incomprehensible. 
. It is far better to have a small per 
sonal income and be free from deb 
than a larger income with" notes and 
endorsements 'hanging 
over one's 


head. Probably 
no one thing 
has 


shortened the lives of more business 
men than the worry which has come 
from meeting notes when these mei 
were ill or needed rest. Had it not 
been for these confounded notes, thej 
could have taken time to recuperate 
but because of these notes they wor- 
ried, got out of bed too soon, refused 
to take vacations, and soon they were 
gone. Of course, the bankers got their 
money: and the doctors, undertakers 
and lawyers got theirs, but what did 
the poor borrowers get out of it ex- 
cept a funeral? This is no joke; it is 
the result of statistical research. If 
you dobut it, study the birth and 
death figures on the tombstones of the 
cemetery of your city where your 
business men arc buried. 


"Some men will say that they arc 


borrowing money, or personally en- 
dorsing 
their 
corporation's 
notes 


(which is the same thing) for 
their 


families' sake in order to give more 
to their children. Such parents arc 
making a great mistake. All statistics 
tend to show that the children of em- 
ployes have a better chance for suc- 
cess than have the children of em- 
ployers. Your children don't need any 
more money, but they do need more 
of your time and comradeship. Leav- 
ing them more money or giving them 
more money now will probably do 
them more harm than good. Be hon- 
est with yourselves and admit that 
the real reason for your going into 
debt is your ambition.—your desire to 
have a bicger business man 
your 


competitors have and your pride in 
making a success of what you at- 
tempt. 


"A certain amount of ambition and 


pride is a good thing: but it should 
be used 10 help us live longer and 
more us-.-fu! lives rather than lo shor- 
ten our lives. There is no sense in 
killing the gooso that lays the golden 
cgcs. This is what wives do when 
they permit their husbands lo go into 
debt for houses, jewels, automobiles, 
and Kuropean trips. This is what chil- 
dren do when they neglect their f.ith- j

limits of Kaukauna. Kleist ran into 
the truck.

Kleist said the truck was covered 


with a drab colored canvas, and he did 
not see it because of a misty rain and 
snow and the darkness. 


A fractured skull and cuts about 


his arms and face which will leave per- 
manent scars, and a permanent injury 
to his left eye, were alleged by the 
plaintiff as a result of tho collision. 


The defendant denied that the driv- 


er of the truck, LamBert Van Boxel, 
was guilty of want of ordinary care.
